the motive by which I have been actuated, in the 
zeal with which I have been inspired, and in the 
earnest effort I have made for the luccess of this 
department of public activity, the complete vindi­ 
cation of the pltn whereby the position of Presi 
dent of this Society was divested of pecuniary 
reward. In history the best servios that has 
been rendered to mankind has been rendered 
without hope of pecuniary reward. When the only 
compensation you may expect is the accomplish­ 
ment of good, the motives are elevated, the pur­ 
poses exalted aud the efforts sanctified by a steady 
zeal for the accomplishment of that pood. 
The arts found their zenith of development when 
the inspiration of genius alone impelled the brush 
aud chisel. The monuments of philanthropy weie 
reared by unpaid hands. Tne founders of great re­ 
form movements have died in poverty and obscurity. 
In short, the accomplishment of good, for its own 
sake, is the highest and holiest impulse that heart 
can know. 
In this last address—last at least that I may de 
liver before your Society in an official cipacity—I do 
not overstep the bound «f exact justice t> myself 
by laying clainc to the motive of having consented 
to assume its responsibilities and discharge i s 
duties solely Ifccause I felt tbat to do so was but to 
recognize the claim which eijery unpaid work has 
upon every public-spirited citizen. 
Again, it is 
privilege to c ngratul&te you upon 
the auspicious opening of this exhibition. 
The fair 
inaugurated here to-night surpasses in many of its 
features mosf, if not all of its predecessors. Tbe en­ 
tire capacity at the Park for the accommodation and 
exhibit of stock has found full demand, and the dis­ 
play of agricultural implements and machinery is 
extensive, and shows continued improvement in 
methods cf tilling the soil and gatheriug its pro­ 
ducts. All the available spice of the Pavilion has 
been taken aud occupied. Indeed, as to this last de­ 
partment of the fair the exhibition has for some 
year i been limited and seriously restricted by the 
meager capacity of this building. 
In my judgment 
we have reached a period in the history of this So­ 
ciety when the erection of a new Pavilion cannot 
longer be avoided. A proper exhibit o? the indus­ 
trial products of this great State demands Pavilion 
space far beyond the capacity of this structure. We 
have reached a time w hen the inadequacy of the 
space here provided w ill not only greatly impair the 
valae of tbe annual exhibitions of the society but 
will 
endanger 
their 
cantimnncc. 
It 
is 
a 
law 
of 
all 
enterprises 
and all 
worthy as­ 
sociations of men to acquire higher motives 
aud broader aim*, and this Society w ill maintain a 
healthful condition and \igorouj life so long as its 
operations arc expanding. 
It will pass the meridian 
of its growth and enter upon its decline so soou as 
this natural tendency to expansion is arrested. The 
limited capacity of this Pavilion has fixed metes 
and bounds ti> the extent oí this department of our 
annual exhibitions, so that it is now arresting the 
growth of our Society. The value of these annual 
exhibitions to every industrial interest of the State 
is such that the impairment of their usefulness 
should be looked upon wi.h apprehension and alarm. 
Tho practical question, therefore, in the affairs of 
the Society to day i?, how to obtain a Pavilion large 
enough to meet the constantly growing demands upon 
its space, and designed to make the exhibitions at­ 
tractive as well as instructive. For the past three 
or four i ears the revenues of the Society have been 
greatly diminished, 
by reason of tbe circum­ 
scribed capacity and imperfect structure of this 
building. 
It is the part of wisdom that this obsta­ 
cle to the prosperity of the Society be overcome. In 
my opinion a suitable building, one sufficiently com­ 
modious to meet all requirements, aud affording am­ 
ple space for the exhibitor, would add from two to 
three thousand dollars annually to the receipts of 
the State Fair. 
Additional revenues would be 
derived from rentals of space, while the superior 
attractions of the exhibitions would greatly increase 
the attendance. 
I believe that an increaso of at least $2,500 a year 
to the treasury of tho Society might be anticipated 
from such a source 
With this fact in view it is my 
judgment that the construction of a new Pavilion 
within a year is practicable. The value of this 
present building, with the ground up m which it 
stands, is estimated at $20,000. To this I believe 
may be added a like sum from the Sta!e. The So 
ciety itself c^uld with safety incur a reasonable in­ 
debtedness for the accomplishment of an object 
promising returns so valuable to tTie treasury. It 
could establish a sinking fund of $2,5C0 per annum 
without encroachment upon the vulnme of revenues 
now coming annually intD it3 recounts ; aud w ith the 
proceeds from the sale of this building aud ground, 
with a small appropriation from the State, which I 
confidently believe can be obtained ; with voluntary 
donations from the citizens of Sacramento, and with 
a loan of $25,000, w-hich cauld be procured at a low 
rate of interest, and which the increased revenues 
consequent upon the improved value and attractive­ 
ness of the exhibitiou would liquidate in ten years, 
the means for tho erection of a large and suitable 
bull ling may be had. 


THREE WEEKS’ EXHIBITION TROPOSED. 
Another hindrance t • the success of the Pavilion 
exhibition, as heretofore conducted, has been the 
short duration of the fair. 
The labor and ex­ 
pense incident to preparation for a display, and also 
the laboi and expense attending the care and re­ 
turning of the goods exhibited, even though trans­ 
ported by the railroad free, are scarcely comptnsated 
by a five or six day» exhibit. I am convinced that 
a wise administration of the affairs of this Society 
demand 
that the Pavilion exhibition should be 
projected upon a plan which should extend the 
period of the annual exhibition to at leas; three 
weeks. The ideas upon this subject which have 
arisen in my mind are not matured or expressed 
here to-night with that degree of confidence which 
proceeds from careful examination, but for some­ 
time I have deemed It both advisable and practica­ 
ble to have the Pavilion exhibition extended over a 
period of some three weeks, to open tbe Prrk fur 
the exhibition of strck during the second week and 
devote the third week at tho Park to the speed pro­ 
gramme. When once the Pavilion is placed in or­ 
der ; when the exhibitors have established and ar­ 
ranged their various displays, the Increased expenso 
of continuing the exhibition for three weeks, as 
against one week, will be scarcely appreciable. This 
proposition also admits of au extended programme 
of special features, such as the trial of agricultural 
machinery, (military parades and reviews, ladies' 
equestrian exhibitions, and field sports, athletic 
contest4*, shooting tournament, etc. A whole week, 
uninterrupted by a speed programme, is not too 
much time in which to make a proper exhibition of 
the herds, flocks and stables of the State. This 
would also 
afford time 
for addresses to be 
delivered during Fair time which, under the 
proposed conditions, would 
receive attention, 
Such 
an 
exhibition 
would 
have 
the 
indi- 


more instructive to our people, and far more profit­ 
able to herdsmen than tbe divided and unsatis­ 
factory attention now given to this great depart­ 
ment of industry. In the third wetk the speed pro­ 
gramme would have full sway, and the field 
and tbe turf, with their pleasures and 
would be far more entertalnicg and deli* 
cause unobstructed by tbe demands of a 
stock display and undist orbed in interest 
of divided attention. 
The State Fair conducted upon this 
higher plan, would more nearly full 
menta of an annual display of the 
of this 8tate, than can ever be 
compass of five or six days.

ments are not met, the very inadequacy of our fairs 
will urge them on the downward way of decline to 
their ultimate extinction. 


THE HARVEST. 
Again it is my good fortune to congratulate you 
upon the prosperity of our State, and upon the con­ 
ditions of peace and plenty which still attend us as 
a people. 
The season just closing has not been 
remarkable for its large aggregate yield of cereals, 
but taken as a whole the industries of the State 
have prospered, and the general results of the year 
will be very satisfactory. 
In a former address I 
took occasion to point out certain facts bearing 
upon the question of defsrtilizatioc of our soils. In 
that addro38 instances were cited where lands, 
which had been dtvoted for many successive 
seasons to the growth of wheat, liad in later years 
been more instead of less productive. 
The post 
season is not without its lesson in this regard. 
In 
the great Sacramento valley, and particularly in the 
largest wheat-growing sections, the rainfall for tbe 
season did not exceed eleven inches— an amount far 
bilow the average precipitation, and yet I have per­ 
sonal knowledge of yields exceeding forty bushels 
to the acre, and in a few instances reaching fifty 
bushels. These instances relate to summer-followed 
land and were the results of careful cultivation. A 
few years since like results could not have been 
obtained with lc3s than a full average of roinfull. 
Improved methods of cultivation are therefore in­ 
suring us against the reverses of dry seasons. 
From tbe very best obtainable data I estimate the 
surplus yield for the year at 500,000 tons. I place 
this estimate before you with a high degree of confi­ 
dence in its accuracy. The information I have re­ 
ceived leads me to believe that the jield will not 
exceed one half that of an average crop. 
While in 
a few localities full crops have been obtained, in the 
larga wheat growing areas of the San Joaquin valley 
and the west side of the Sicramento valley the crops 
have been very short, and in many instances almost 
entire failures. It is not necessary in this connection 
to present iu detail the data upon which these fig 
ures are based. Let it suffice that the statement is 
mado upon information and judgment for whatever 
it may bs worth in estimating the volume and sup­ 
ply, so far as the granaries cf California are to con 
tribute a supply to the great breadstuff market* of 
the world. 


A PLAN FOR THE COLLECTION OF CROP STATIS­ 
TICS. 
At this point, and b¿caufe l ara led to it by the 
natural association of ideas, I beg to introduce to 
your notioo the suggestion of a plan whereby an ac­ 
curate ascertainment of the annual yield of wheat 
may be definitely arrived at. 
I suggest that the 
State Board of Agriculture secure from each person 
engaged in thrashing grain in the State a full state­ 
ment of the number of bushels of each kind of the 
cereals thrashed by him. The practicability of this 
plan will be briefly presented. 
However great the 
number of persons engaged in laising wheat in 
California, 
the number of |*ersons c-ngaged in 
thrashing that wheat is comparatively \ery few. 
Each thrasher keeps an accurate account of the num­ 
ber of bushels measuied from the machine, because 
the thrashing is paid for by the sack or by the 
bushel, and therefore the number of sacks or bushels 
thrashed for each wheat-grower is an indispensible 
item to the proper bookkeeping of the thrasher. 
Thus we fiud in the hands of comparatively & small 
number of persons not merely tbe approximate 
data, not only the comparative estimate through 
which to reach a conclusion, but the actual data— 
the autbent c accuracy expressing the actual fact 
and the last bushel measured and sacked. Many 
plans have been tried for ascertaining the wheat 
yield cf the otate. The number of acres sown to 
grain has been approximately ascertained; the 
yield per acre being ascertained in a few instances 
and the entire acreage has been multiplied by the 
number of bushels each acre has been supposed or 
estimated t ) yield, giving as a result the supposed 
or estimated aggregate yield. In this cose both the 
multiplier and multiplicand are very largely guess 
work. 
It l« multiplying cne guess by another, and 
the best result attained by this process will be a 
multiplied guess. The only p ssible failure in the 
plau which I have briefly presented to-night to take 
the place of this very imperfect method, would re­ 
side in the failure to obtain returns from all persons 
who have been engaged in thrashing. But the value 
of tbe statistics to be obtained in this accurate way is 
sufficient to justify the expenditure of 
mouey 
to make the figures absolutely certain. If each person 
engaged in thiaahing grain is given a pecuniary re­ 
ward upon the receipt of full returns of his work 
for the year, none, in my opinion, wi'l foil to re­ 
spond. But if in addition to the actual number 
of 
bushels 
thrashsd 
the 
thrasher will fur­ 
nish the President of your Society with a state­ 
ment of the number of acres upon which the wheat 
and other grain thrashed'by them was grown, the 
average yield per acre will be easily ascertainable, 
and the comparison of the yield, one year with 
another, will possess a highly instructive value. 
The export statistics may always be ascertained 
with reasonable certainty. 
Now, if an accurate 
statement of the aggregate yield can be obtained, 
the tonnage remaining iii the State can always be 
ascertained, at any period of the season, b> sub­ 
tracting the export from the ascertained aggregate 
The plan herein brifley outlined is submitted for 
your consideration. 


DIVERSIFIED FARMING. 
An address upon agricultural subjects would 
scarcely be accepted as orthodox without some refer­ 
ence to diversified farming. This subject has re­ 
ceived consideration at the hands of tho ablest think­ 
ers and writers of our State. 
Diversity of agricult­ 
ural products is so highly desirable, aud so indis­ 
pensable in most countries to successful farming,that 
no lack of thought and attention has been bestowed 
upon the subject. I desire ?o meet the question fairly 
aud candidly, and it is not without due reflection 
that I say that greatly diversified agrien ture is not 
possible or practicable in our State. The cereals 
are indigenous to our soils and climate. The evi­ 
dence of this is to be found in the existence of wav­ 
ing fields of wild oats in the primitive condition of 
our soil. It is true that a variety of crops may be 
raised in detached portions of the State ; that vege­ 
tables and wheat, corn, oats and other cereals may 
be produced upon the fertile bottom lauds, where 
moia.ure sufficient may be obtained for their growth 
and maturity ; but divers fled farming is practicable 
only by means of natural or artificial irrigation. The 
great body of the plain lands of California can he 
cultivated profitably only in large holdings and 
when sown to a few eereals, such as wheat and bar 
ley. This is the simple truth of the situation. 
It is 
the stubborn fact that will not give way before our 
desires, and will not yield its sway to the pleasant 
pictures drawn by imaginative theorists. The onlv 
practical diversi'y to farming in the great wheat- 
growing areas of the San Jonquin and Sacramento 
valleys, except when irrigation is resorted to, relates 
to the growing of stock. 
The more prudent farmers have found it economi­ 
cal and profitable to save tbe straw grown in wheat 
and barley fields for winter feeding of horses and 
cattle. 
I venture the opinion here that the time of 
cheap beef In the United states is past. 
The facili­ 
ties for transportation have made it practicable to 
raise cattle at the foot of the Rockv mountains, and 
even in California, from wfcich to supply the butch­ 
ers’ stalls of London aud Paris with fresh meats. 
The shipment of dressed meat is indeed more practi­ 
cable than the shipment of grain, because the former 
is worth more per pound than the latter. Foreign 
lands will hereafter afford a market ior our surplus 
beef. 
The tables of Europe have become com­ 
petitors with our own for the surplus our herds and 
flocks afford. The vast wheat acreage of California 
produces fctraw enough, which, if economically used, 
would produce Iu tne aggregate a very large supply 
of cattle from this State. 
Each wheat grower will, 
in my opinion, find i. practicable to combine stock- 
raising, in a very large measure, with the standard 
occupation of wheat growing. 
In considering this question of diversified fanning, 
we should not overlook the fact that the most 
profitable production of a soil and climate is that 
whish is most aided by the natural forcea. The 
profits 
of 
any

of 
agriculture 
are 
ascertained only by the 
standard of the money 
value of Its product*. 
The 
question in 
its 
latest and best analysis, is how much value 
in do'lars can be raised by devoting a certain lum ­ 
ber of acres to a given product. 
If by tho growth 
ot wheat opon thLnlajn l.m l, la California- an 
may be made toAykld $10 in profit, and that $10 
will purchase mo© corn than could be grown upon 
the acre, the dicmtes of true economy are unmis­ 
takably In favor Af sowing tbe a 
purchasing the <§rn with 
yield. 
The fact that

of che day laborer, could afford to abandon their 
old homes and home associations, with the inten­ 
tion of becoming permanent residents of tho Pacific 
slope. Another obstacle to the coming of this cla* s 
was found in the introduction of the servile labor 
of a foreign race. To the extent that this race has 
obta.ced a foothold upou this continent, it has pro­ 
duced an actual displacement of our civilization to 
the absolute establishment of the civilization of 
Chius. 
From every standpoint, except that of im­ 
mediate pecuniary profit to the individuals employ­ 
ing Chino e, this class of labor was extremely unde­ 
sirable. 
It could not augment the aggregate of 
patriotism, of intelligence, of sociability, of- moral­ 
ity, or of any other attribute of a high civilization. 
It could not be interwoven with the fabric of society 
or built into the foundation of government. 
It 
was merely a Contribution to physical brute 
labor. The money it absorbed did to t become a 
part of the working capital for enterprise. 
It pos­ 
sessed intelligence enough to accumulate, but it 
lacked the patriuirim and enterprise so necessary to 
the upholding i.f a great commonwealth.. Its 
ultimate result ceuld ouly tend to the Impoverish­ 
ment of the commonwealth financially, and to the 
social, moral and political degradation of the State. 
U aid, however, serve a temporary purp<«e. 
It 
supplied a manual labor which could be obtained 
from no other source. Now that iti increase has 
beeu arrested we must accept the fact that as a 
labor element it is in the way of ultimate extinction. 
During the p*st harvest season the procurement 
of labor necessary to the gatheriug of the products 
• f our soil was a most difficult problem in the ex­ 
perience* of our agriculturist*. 
A full crop this 
year would have doubled that difficulty. 
From 
what source then are we to derive the labor ueces- 
*ary to profitable cultivation of our lands. 
Wo 
have indulge i the hope that the subsidence in 
Chinese immigration would attract to cur shores the 
laboring cla;ses of our own race. Up t> this time 
this tendency has not set up in a marked degree. In 
tho near future we are promised the cheapening of 
transportation to imin grarits. If ibis should occur, 
some relief from this source may he anticipated, but 
there is a source of supply of farm help to which I 
beg leave briefly to rtfc-r. 
Is there any apology 
needed if I admonish the farmers of California to 
rely upon and encourage their sons to become farm 
laborers .» Our forefathers j lanted here a mighty 
empire of population and wealth. They hewed 
down the forests and converted the wilderness 
into beautiful farms; 
they built magnificent 
cities with their own hands. 
They founded tho 
greate-t civilization that h is been reared upon tho 
earth without the aid cf servile labor or the assist­ 
ance of antagonistic races. 
They taught their sons 
that labor was honorable. They rnadu us a nation 
of energetic and enterprising men. The queetiou 
that confronts us to-day is, Shall our sons be taught 
like habits of indu try, enterprise and thrift ? In the 
recent past, w hen men had achieved fortunes in 
cities, the}’ retired to the country and passed their 
declining years iu the opulence, retirement and 
elegance of country life. Unhappily this condition 
has found a complete reversal. Now those who 
achieve a competency iu the cities remain there, 
while those w ho at quire a li nited competency in the 
country abapdon their rural habits and pursuits a*sd 
flock to the cities. From 75 to 90 ]>er cent, of the 
American youth sperd all the time from the age of 
7 to 18 years in school. Tbe discipline of industry anti 
the knowledge *f practical and successful firming 
arc not acquired by them. The Fchools, colleges 
and universities of our land are crowded with stu­ 
dents fitting themselves for the professional walks 
of life. 
If there is a single instance in the Univer­ 
sity of California where the student is educating him­ 
self for rural purauite, that instance is as rare os it i* 
remaikablc. These tendencies are having a marked 
effect upon the rural spirit cf our pe*ple. Ihe so­ 
cial advantages of rural life are constantly declining, 
and with that there is a corresponding decline in 
the beauty and attractiveness of rural homes. The 
physical 
and 
moral 
well-being cf our State 
demands 
that 
this tendency should 
be 
ar­ 
rested. 
There 
is 
no 
occupation 
pursued 
by men wherein 
intelligence and 
the high, 
er education may be mure profitably applied 
than to the occupation of farming. Mind is su­ 
preme in every calling in life, and no man ever had 
so much education, or so much mind, or so high a 
degree < f intelligence, that the farm did not afford 
ample field for the full exercise of all these great 
qualities. 
For the first time in the history of this natioD, 
the experiment of excluding a foreign race has been 
entered upon. That experiment of exclusion raises 
the great question of self dependence, and the simple 
logic of that question, in tbe plainest language is, 
that our boys must be taught to work. 
FRUIT ' ROWING. 
The question has often been raised, “ Will fruit- 
groving in California je overdone V The solicitude 
upon this question arises out of the fact that the 
vineyards of tbe State arc rapidly extending. That 
within a ver} few years orchards now being plant­ 
ed will come into bearing, from which will be gath­ 
ered perhaps even twenty times greater yield of 
fruit than is at present obtained. I beg leave to do- 
vote a brief space in this address to some consider 
atlons bearing upon this question. The cost of 
transportation is gradually declining. One of the n ost 
marked tendencies of modern tunes is to abandon 
the cultivation of all products to the localities 
where they 
may be most 
profitably 
grown. 
This tendency is the result of intimate communica­ 
tion betw een different paints of the earth. With tho 
increase cf fruit supply from California, there wil 
be a corresponding decrease in the planting of 
orchards 
in 
all 
the 
region lying 
north 
of 
the 
thirtieth 
degree 
of 
latitude. 
With 
th • 
cheapening of supply 
from 
this 
source 
there will be 
a decline in 
the 
number of 
orchards plantel in all that vast and 
popu­ 
lous region. In the United Stites alone there are 
35,000,000 of people residing in latitudes where the 
apricot cumot be profitably cultivated. 
But tho 
fruits of California are not confined to the United 
States for a market. 
Europa and eve» 
Asia 
arc 
becoming consumers 
of 
our 
fruits. 
A 
like 
principle 
is 
applicable 
to 
our 
vine­ 
yards. 
There 
is no reason why in 
the near 
future California may not be the chief Fonrce of 
wine supply for the world. 
In addition to this tho 
market for raisins is practicably unlimited. The 
populations of the earth are divided into two gen­ 
eral classes known as the rice-eating and the wheat- 
e .ting peo..les. Tbe latler class is a large consumer 
of fruits because a complex and varied civilization 
demands a variety of human food. 
I have taken 
pain* to estimate the populations of the earth who 
reside within the limits of distance for profitable 
shipment of fruit, and I find that there are 2C0 • 
00k000 of people who reside in latitudes where 
grapes, p*‘drs, peaches, plums and apri • t* cannot 
be profitably grown. With increased facilities of 
transportation, with more intimate commercial re­ 
lations soon to supervene, tins va>t population will 
bacome consumers oí theae fruits grown in this 
State. For this and many other reason* I desire t » 
pronounce a deliberate ju Igmcrit in answer to tho 
question, "Cm fruit-growing bo overdone in this 
btate," aud that answ er is meet decidedly in tho 
negative. 
THE HEED FARM. 
One mere suggestion and I will relieve your atten­ 
tion, and I have reserved this to the lout because I 
believe it is of more imj>ortance and more value 
than any th log presented for your cooMderation in 
this addrcw. In my judgment tin re is a broad 
field f«>r the establishment of a farm for tho 
production of seeds. The extent to which the germ­ 
inal energy of the cereals may bs augmented ap­ 
pears to l*e practicilly unlimited. The same coat of 
labor bestowed upon land will yield a much largtr 
return if the seed sown p «agraes proper germinal 
energy. To improve tho quality of Med sb *uld be 
the study ard labor of some one or some »la*s of 
men, who would devote themselves exclusively to 
that occupation. 1 his, it appears to me, would bo 
the province < ( the Agricultural College of the 
State University. 
I am not now proposing that 
enough seed should be grown to plant the fluids or 
gardens of the whole Mate. What I propose Is. 
that by a careful an; licatiou of the law of selection 
seed enough should be supplied to tbe agriculturists 
and 
gardeners 
of 
the 
State, 
from 
which 
seed cn.m ji could le raised et the improved 
varieties to plant their own fields ami gardens 
Mr. A. P. Blount, Professor of Agriculture in tho 
State College of Colorado, has produced some most 
astonishing result* by ex;erimcntiug in this di­ 
rection 
By a careful selection from stalks which 
bore two ears, he succeeded at length in producing 
whole fields of corn upon whkh two pci fret ear* 
could be found upon each stalk. 
Upon this kind 
would also bo fctaiks producing three ta n. 
By care­ 
ful planting, from these the tendency to more pro­ 
lific bearing was finally set i p and establish, d 
a* the 
germinal 
condition, resulting 
in 
tho 
variety of corn known as Professor Blount’s P ro ­ 
lific 
Corn. 
This 
variety 
cf 
corn, 
with 
the Fame labor 
in 
cultivation 
os bestowed 
Spun the old 
varieties, 
is 
known 
to 
pro­ 
duce readily 200 bush* 1* to the acre, whereas the old 
variety was considered a* having given a satisfact­ 
ory yield at from 25 to 50 husoels to the acre. Thus 
the producing capacity of a single acre was multi­ 
plied throe or fourfold without a greater expendi­ 
ture of labor or money in its cultivation,

A number of San Francisco merchants 
recently addressed a letter to Mr. Page, 
asking him what he had done, or was pre­ 
pared to d«, for the revival of the shipping 
interest. 
To this letter Mr. l’age has re- 
pl ed, and « h ilt what he says is certainly 
in no. way encouraging, it does not lie in 
the mouths of those who support the Re­ 
publican tiscn.1 policy to find fault with his 
position. 
Of course he is obliged to admit 
that as y et nothing has been done for the 
restoration of the American shipping inter­ 
est. 
.Several bills proposing radical changes 
in the laws l ave been introduced, he says, 
and seme of them have been reported on 
favorably in committee. 
It is to be noted 
that of tbe bills which he thus refers to 
nut ODe is calculated to exercise an appre­ 
ciable effect npon the situation, how ever; 
while he is careful not to say that the 
really im portant measures proposed, name­ 
ly, those to adm it free of duty the mate­ 
rials forahip-boildiug, and to admit foreign- 
built ships free of duty, have been favorably 
considered. 
In fact Mr. Page is exceed­ 
ingly cautious and non-committal on the 
whole question. 
Thus he observes that 
“ Tne question of free ships, in mv judg- 
“ ment, enters largely into the question to 
“ be considered. 
Many people believe 
“ that one of the causes which have driven 
“ our flag from the Eeas has beeu because 
“ the law placee a heavy tax upon foreign- 
“ built ships, aud that a repeal of that law 
“ should be had, th at we might enjoy the 
"blessings of free ships. 
Others claim 
“ that the material out of which ships are 
"constructed should be admitted free of 
“ duty. 
These questions are very grave, 
" and much too serious to be decided with- 
“ out careful consideration.” 
Further on Mr. Page assures his corre­ 
spondents that “ anything th at can be 
“ done to restore the American flag to its 
“ ouce prominent place in the foreign trade 
“ will receive bis very hearty co-operation 
“ and very best endeavor.” So far this is 
a satisfactory assurance, but it is not a lit­ 
tle surprising th at the merchants who ad­ 
dressed the inquiries to Mr. Page, and who 
are for the most part presumably Republi­ 
cans themselves, should have seen in his 
course on this question ground for com­ 
plaint. 
We do not agree at all with the 
policy which the Republican party has for 
many years followed in this connection, 
but it seems to us quite clear that the party 
which has demanded, approved, and sus­ 
tained that policy, cannot in justice or con­ 
sistency tind fault with its Representatives 
for doing the same thiDg. 
So far as the 
American shipping interests are concerned, 
the positions of Mi. Page are emphatically 
the dominant Republican positions. 
A few 
journals have differed from the majority cf 
the jrarty on this question, and, like the 
Chicago Tribune aud the R e o o r d - U n io x , 
have coudemued its fiscal attitude while 
supporting its general course. 
Rut such 
journals would not consider it fair to cen­ 
sure members of Congress who, elected 
by Republican majorities, have merely been 
carrying out the wishes of their constitu­ 
ents in upholding the long series of laws 
which are responsible in tbe main for tbe 
decline of our merchant marine. 
The San Francisco merchants, however, 
do not appear to have au adequate concep­ 
tion of the issue they have undertaken to 
discuss. 
If we understand them, they are 
in favor of some Echeme of 
subsidies to 
American lines of shipB. 
This, however, is 
not and never can be a remedy for the 
decadence of the shipping interest. 
It is 
indeed of a piece with the policy which at 
present takes forty per cent, of all the 
earnings of our producers, wherewith to 
bolster up a comparatively- insiguiticant 
number of manufacturers. 
B ut it cannot 
give us back our foreign trade, for easily 
demonstrated reasons. 
A 
prime canse 
of the loss of our foreign trade is tbe pro­ 
hibitory operation of the tariff upon return 
cargoes from countries which can only pay for 
our goo Is with raw material. We have lost 
nil the South American trade through this 
one difficulty, and, therefore, until the 
tariff is moditisd so as to perm it of the im- 
poitation 
of foreign raw material, no 
amount of subsidies can help the case. 
Again, it must be realized that the days of 
wooden ships are over, and that if we are 
ever to become a great maritime power 
again we must build iron aud steel ships. 
To do that successfully we must be able to 
do it as cheaply as England, and this also 
must be impossible so long as Protection is 
in full force. 
David A. Welles, in his lately-pnblished 
work entitled “ Our Merchant Marine,” 
has examined this subject with exhaustive 
minuteness, and has shown why and how 
the shipping trade of the world has been 
lost to us. 
In conclusion he recommends 
a series of measures which he proves to be 
necessary to the rehabilitation of this in­ 
terest. 
These are, briefly, as follows : 
(1) The repeal of the navigation laws. 
(2) 
The removal of duties from the materials 
for ship-building. (2) The enfranchisement 
of ships from local taxation. 
This is de­ 
manded to pat them on s level with those 
of other countries. 
(4) The abolition of 
compulsory pilotage. 
(5) The repeal of 
the tonnage tafc. 
(8) The redaction of all 
expenses connected with the hiring or dis­ 
charge ef seamen, consalar charges, and 
the like, to the level of those imposed by 
other nations. 
(S) Reform of the tariff, 
and with this reform, says Mr. Wells, 
“ the natural resouraes of cur country and 
1 the intelligence of our people are snch, 
“ that, with the reduction of the burden 
“ of taxes and prices consrqnent on low 
“ rates of duty, we shall regain in the next 
“ twenty years more than we have lost in 
“ the last 
“ maritime nation of the world.” 
These are practical suggestions, founded 
upon a very full knowledge of the subject. 
The question, however, is whether our 
friends, the San Francisco merchants, are 
willing to indorse them. 
Judging from 
what we know of the economic oupipre 
hension of the class, and from the illus­ 
trations of mercantile breadth of vie-* they 
have on various occasions display id, we 
should say they would probably n 
prove the conclusions of Mr. Well* 
is more then likely that their i 
reviving the moribund merchant ii 
consists in some notable scheme fo;

T lie O liv e r C h ille d P lo w s a n d Jh e C n aad ay 
G a n g a n d g n lk y P lo w . 
In the departm ent of agricultural im phm ents and 
machinery at the Park, the display of the Oliver 
chilled plows and of the Casaday gang and sulky 
plows is noteworthy. These implements on exhibi­ 
tion are as finely finished as the most costly piano, 
and at once suggest to the observer the couplet, 
“ Too gooa for use, for earth too dear.” 
Their quality, however, has become ¡so well and 
thoroughly established th at the touches of fine art 
employe*! upon them is worthily bestowed. 
The 
Casaday gang or su ky plow is like nothing th at has 
preceded it. 
lie inventor early discovered th at 
many of the most serious defects of the sulky plow 
arose from the use of a single port, and th at a part 
th at docs no work—the bar, or landside. 
After re­ 
peated but vain attem pts to modify the defects aris­ 
ing from the use of this part, he at last hit on the 
happy expediency of doing away with it entirely. The 
working parts of a Casaday sulky plow (the sulky aud 
gang aro alike iu principle) are simply a moldhoard 
and share. 
To take the place and perform the duty 
of the cast-off lauolside, tire furrow wheel of tbe 
carriage is iucllned inward at the bottom uoon an 
angle of about 30", its rim revolving in the corner 
formed by the side and bottom of the furrow. 
This 
is all there is of Mr. Casaday’s invention ; but the 
results arising from this bold stroke are surprising. 
How to overcome o r reduce tlie grinding friction of 
the landside 011 the side and bottom of the furrow 
has been the stumbling-block of ail sulky plow- 
makers. 
Many* profess in th srrj to carry the weight and 
side pressure produciog this friction on the wheels. 
In pracrice they fail to do it. 
It requires no hair-splitting argum ent to show 
th at the ” Casaday " carries the weight of plow, 
frame, eartli and driver ou its wheels. 
It m ust do 
it; there is nothing but the whe.'la to put this 
weignt and | ressure ou ; the plow proper having 
neither side nor bottom to rest on, nothing touches 
the side or bottom of the furrow but the edge of 
the shxre. 


Again, it uoeds no argum ent to prove th at a given 
weight can be rolled over the ground on wheels 
with much less power than it cau be dragged ; or 
that tire weight and side pressure of lifting and 
turiuug a furrow can be overcame with less labor if 
put on wheels running on lubricated axle spindles, 
than if rvsted on a bar of metal dragging and grind* 
ing against tho side and bottom of a furrow ; there­ 
fore it is obvious th at the fricrion has beeu greatly 
reduced and the draft proportionately lightened by 
changing the side pressure from the landside to the 
wheel. 


At first designed to lighten draft only, it was «oon 
found that the removal of the landside relieved the 
sulky plow of other serious defects, and gave to the 
“ Casaday " a num ber of valuable working features. 
Among them may be mentioned first that the plow 
guides lUoif. 
By this is m eant that once adjusted 
to the work, as long as the furrow horse walks in 
the furrow, it will tu rn whatever width it is set 
for, no more uor less, and keep doing it until it is 
changed to take more or loss land, w hether there is 
a driver on the seat or no*. Ths reason is apparent. 
H avin; no landdde to resist it, the pressure ou the 
moldhoard causes the plow to draw into land. 
If 
there w as nothing to stop this tendency it would 
continue to puli sideways. 
This is what occurs 
when starting at the end of a furrow if the incliued 
wheel is away from the landside corner. As soon as 
the weight of the earth comes 011 the moldhoard 
the plow draws towards “ laud," and continues to 
do so until the fuirow wheel meets the augle of tlie 
furrow. 
There it rests, tlie side pressure on the 
plow holding it snugly in place, and the pluw 
moves 
straight ahead, 
turntng 
whatever 
ground there 
is 
between 
the edge of 
the 
m oldhoard and the furrow wheel, the result being 
that the plow turns furrows of tlie same width from 
one end of the field to the other. 
It will turn 
square earners with tlie plow in the ground. 
The 
landside living out of the way. the plow comes 
round on tlie pivot fanned by the edge of the share 
with so little strain that the tongue for the gang is 
ina le with a joint which allows the wheel horsts to 
come square around, thus saving a great deal of 
time at Hie corner. 
The Casa day is easier handled 
than the lindside sulky. There being n j landside 
pressure against the side of the furrow to overcome, 
it lifts with remarkable case. 
Oavlug to the facility 
with which if turns corners, hiring is seldom neces­ 
sary, but when required a slight pressure on the 
lever throws the plow out. 
It will plow rough, un­ 
even ground at a uniform depth. 
Having no heel 
to rest on, the plow follows the wheels down luto a 
hollow or dead-furrow, and plows It out »t full 
depth—a feature not found in any other plow, hand 
or sulky. 
I\ here the landside sulky will cut 
through s knoll at twice the required depth, and 
miss the little hollow beyond entirely, the Casadry 
goes over the same ground, cutting out the slice as 
Jeep in the one place as in the other. 
Another entirely new and valuable feature In the 
“ Casaday” is the adjustable moldhoard. The for­ 
ward head of the Btandard is pfroted under the 
beam, the tear head slotted crosswise ; by louser- 
ing the bolts the [alow can be turned on the pivot 
sideways, giving the beel more or lees boldness, as 
tlie character of the work requiree.

pitch in hard ground, which will pull the plow iu 
the moment the lever is opened.

landside, by relieving the plow from strains or 
twists, prolongs the life of frame and plow.

Patrick Murphy and James Gorman had a 
fight on Second street yesterday morning. 
SP Both were under the influence of liquor. 
Murphy drew a pistol and attempted to shoot 
Gorman, and would have done so had not 
the weapon snapped. No arrests. 
Hebrew New Year will besfn at sundown 
to day. Religious services will be held this 
evening in the synagogue on Sixth street, be­ 
' tween J end K. Thursday morning at 9 
. o’clock Kibbi Bloch will officiate at the same 
place, assisted by an excellent choir.

It was prepared by R. A. 
• Fisk, of this city, as a testimonial on his part. 
I t consisted of a silverpiatsd basket of a rich 
design, bearing on one side in pure silver the 
American 11 ig, and nn the other in pure sil­ 
ver the fl ig of Great B ritaiu. both put in 
colors by Mrs. M. T. Brower. Between these 
flags, from the handle, hung a Ganada leaf 
of solid silver, and engraved thereon were these 
words : “ Her R >yal 
Highness 
Princess 
Louise. Presented by Richard A. Fisk, of 
the Telegraph Department, Turkish Contin­ 
gent Engineers, under command of Major 
Stokes ; Kertcb, Crimea. 
Entered service 
June 20, 1855, aged 1G years and 1)—months.” 
The bwket was filled with choice flowers 
from Ebel’s conservatory, and were arranged 
by that florist.

The 
whole was illusion's id by gypsopbyela, or 
ruors familiarly known as infant’s breath. 
The whole made up a chast\ rich and appro­ 
priate tribute to the distinguished lady. 
A F oul D eeii.—Y esterday morning about 
half-past 11 o'clock, £« two boys were herd­ 
ing cattle south of T street, between Twelfth 
and Thirteenth, in a “ dug-out”—a place 
where tbe earth had been excavated for mak­ 
ing brick—they discovered something rolled 
up in white muslin.

The accession of strangers yesterday to 
those already here on Monday was Urge, but 
not so large as was anticipated, nor so great 
as it is reasonable to believe to-day and to­ 
morrow will see. All the hotels are filled, 
and rooms in private houses are being util­ 
ized. 
The attendance at the Pavilion last night 
was large, and the stream of people coming 
and going was constant from 7 to 10 P. M. 
The gathering of age, youth, beauty, ma­ 
tronly digDity and juvenile sportivsness ; of 
staid men aud jovial youths; of interested 
agriculturists and mechanics, and cf those 
who came only to ree others and be seen, was 
such as characterizes all expositions of this 
kind. 
A t 8 o’clock last evening President II. M. 
LaRne delivered the annual address at the 
Pavilion before an attentive and interested 
audience. It appears in full on the firBt page. 
Up to noon yesterday exhibitors thronged 
in tj Agricultural Hall with their goods. En­ 
tries w.-re made as rapidly as clerks could 
record them. When the entries closed at 12 
o'clock the Board had advices of a large num­ 
ber of articles on the way, bnt could not ac­ 
commodate them, as every foot cf available 
space wa3 already engaged. 
It is perhaps yet too early to pass final 
julgm ent upon the Pavilion disp’ay as a 
Whole. 
In some respects it is very satisfac­ 
tory, in others it is disappointing. But as to 
its general effect and its results it requires 
that the analysis of the exbibite be further 
continued before it is compared as a whole to 
former expositions. 
The fruit and grep9 exhibits continued to 
come in yesterday. The department will not 
be as full as in some previous years, but the 
exhibits already in place aie certainly very 
fine. 
The chief center of attraction in the lower 
small hall is the hatching of chickens going 
on iu two rival incubating machines. 
In one 
of these, tbe Petaluma, 400 chicks are now 
hatching. It is a novol sight. 
In the small upper hall the case contributed 
by Mrs. Crocker attracts most curiosity, but 
in tiiiq.hall there are several very interesting 
features, and the hall itself was never better 
filled. 
During the evening the First Artillery 
Band, of fifteen pieces furnished some ex­ 
cellent selections of music, and in the inter­ 
ludes of their performance the various com­ 
peting pianos spoke for themselves in har­ 
monious tones. 
In the art gallery the number cf pictures 
exceeds those shown last year. Through this 
gallery all the crowd of visitors nightly pours. 
The revised catalogues will be ready to-mcr- 
row. 
The stock parade yesterday is described 
under the proper heading. 
The races to day begin at 1 p. M , and are 
five in number, being four running and one 
trotting race. T ie official programme else­ 
where given aLiiounces all tbe details and fur­ 
nishes all desired information.

SOUiH 
AND 
CEKT&áL AMERICA 


Advices have been received from Panam a 
to the 24th cf August ; 
On the 10th of A ugnst the last section of 
th e C entral and South Am erican telegraph 
w as completed. 
T his system runs from 
Lim a to Payta, Peru ; from P ayta to Santa 
Helena, Ecuador ; from Santa H elena to 
Buenaventura, Colombia ; from Buenaven­ 
tu ra to the Island of Pedro Gonzalez, and 
thence to Panam a ; from Pedro Gonzalez 
to San Ju an de! Sur, N icaragua ; from San 
Ju a n del Sur to La Libertad, in Salvador, 
and from La L ibertad to Salinas Cruz, in 
Mexico. 
From Salinas Cruz a land wire 
crosses th e Isthm us of Tehuautepec, and 
a cable thence from Coatzacoalcos to Yera 
Cruz, Mexico, places the line in connection 
w ith the U nited S tates and the Old W orld. 


ECUADOR. 
N ews received from Ecuador appears to 
indicate th a t the revolution headed by 
Eloy Alfaro is not likely to prove success­ 
ful. 
H e attacked Ernie raides on th e 0;h 
instant w ith inferior forces and was driven 
back w ith slight loss. 
Being unaw are of 
the strength of the garrison he apparently 
expected an eaay victory, bn t when about 
1,500 men appeared instead of the tw o or 
three hundred he had anticipated en- 
coanteriBg, he gave th e day up for lost, 
and retired. 
Rum or asserts th at he is in 
the close vicinity of the Columbian frontier, 
and th at he intends aw aiting an attack 
from \ eintom illa’s men. 
D ictator Vein- 
ternilla considers th e movem ent a t an end, 
and has recalled the greater p art of his 
troops from Esm eraldas, bu t ulterior events 
may prove th a t he is m istaken. 
The d e­ 
feat of Alfargo combines w ith it the sus­ 
pension of constitutional governm ent and 
the disappearance of personal guarantees 
in Ecuador. 
GUATEMALA. 
The rapidity w ith which railw ays are 
being constructed in the diffirent Central 
Am erican Republics, w ith the object of 
bringing the interior in close connection 
w ith the coast, proves th a t enterprise is 
working a beneficial influence throughout 
the five States, and th a t the loeg and 
tedias mule transit will soon be a thing of 
the past. 
Only a few weeks past the line 
from A csjutla to Scneonate, in Salvador, 
was opened, and efforts are being made to 
extend it as far as Santa Ana. 
Now a line 
has been commenced through one of the 
most nourishing districts of G uatem ala, 
and, from the capital having been al­ 
ready subscribed, and the experience oí 
those engaged in the work, there is every 
reascn to believe th e line will be finished 
long w ithin contract tim e, and th a t it will 
bring a portion, at least, ot the next crop 
down to the coast for shipm ent. 


CHILE. 
The Chilean authorities are evidently in 
earnest in carrying out the new system of 
repression and exterm ination adopted to ­ 
wards i’eru. 
A fter the half-dozen notables 
were carried off to Chile fiom Lima, an 
edict was issued by A dm iral Lynch, calling 
upon other prom inent Peruvian citizens to 
come forw ard and deliver them selves up at 
headquaitera w ithin the term of ten days, 
under the penalty of being treated in the 
same humane spirit shown to Peruvians 
captured in the tit Id—th at is, shot. 
No 
reason is given for this measure. From the 
last Chilean journals it appears th a t great 
excitem ent followed the reception of the 
news of the recent movements in the in­ 
terior, and more especially of the fate t f 
the Chilean garrison at Conception. 
A 
universal demand was made on the G overn­ 
m ent for a renewal of severe and prom pt 
dealing w ith the enemy. 
The Governor has ordered the evacuation 
of the port of M oliendo, wdiich was only 
occnpied to afford facilities for commerce. 
The troops th a t formed the garrison should 
already be at Tacna. 
Moliendo will still he blockaded, and it 
would appear th a t positive orders have 
been given to forbid the entrance or exit of 
anything a t this port. 
It is affirmed th a t an expedition against 
Arequipa will shortly be undertaken, un­ 
der the command of the valliant and ener­ 
getic General Ltgus, 
One of the most im portant bills presented 
by the D eputy for Ovalle, Donoso Vergara, 
reads as follows : “ Sole A rticle. 
The ex­ 
portation of copper, in bars, in regulus, or 
as ore, shall be doty* free, 
liegulus and 
ores of copper or silver 
shall only pay 
the d uty corresponding to the percentage 
of silver they m ay contain.”
